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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 8-14, 35, 44-45 and 55-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding to claims 8-14, 35, 44-45 and 55-56, which are method claims, and 
that the claims do not fall within one of the four statutory categories of inventions. 
Supreme Court precedent and recent Federal Circuit decisions indicate a statutory 
"process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to another statutory category (such as a 
particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or 
material) to a different state or thing. While the instant claim(s) recite a series of steps or 
acts to be performed, the claim(s) neither transform underlying subject matter nor 
positively tie to another statutory category that accomplishes the claimed method steps, 
and therefore do not qualify as a statutory process. For example there is not apparatus 
mentioned either in the preamble nor in the subsequent limitations for executing the 
method, nor are the receiving video images, digitizing, displaying or storing, In re Bilski, 
88 USPQ2d 1385 (Fed. Cir. 2008). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 37 and 58 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 37 and 58, these two claims are dependent on a cancelled 
claim (claim 16), and therefore, the claims are rejected as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -7, 1 5, 1 7, 25-34, 36, 38, 41-43, 46-54, 57 and 60-74 are allowed.
